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Solution to 
May Come

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The ultimate solution to the earth's; energy 
and environmental problems may well come 
from outer space. ■' 

At least that is the opinion of Dr. V. E. 
McKelvey, director of the U.S. Geological 
Survey. 

Dr. McKelvey believes that enormous 
benefits may come from NASA's Earth 
Resources Technological Satellite (ERTS) 
Program which could help not only the United 
States but all other nations of the globe in 
locating energy resources. ^> 

He outlined one of the most important 
"spinoffs" that may result from the nation's 
space program in a paper presented to the 
, Ninth World Energy Conference in Detroit. 

HE CITED a number of experiments where 
the program had made use of satellite images 
\ to identify surface clues to possible petroleum 
deposits; to monitor snow cover as an aid to 
power generation, irrigation and flood-control 
means, and in monitoring the extent of strip 
-mining. I _^ J „._ ■ ■ ■ 

in reporting on what he called 
"down-to-earth benefits" resulting from the 
NASA program, McKelvey noted that the U.S. 
Geological Survey is the largest recipient and 
user of the ERTS data. • 

As Dr. McKelvey explained: "Our long 
experience ' in calculating, analyzing and 
reporting earth science data tells us that a 
balance between environmental concerns and 
energy resources development cannot be 
obtained without an adequate information 
base. The absence of this information often 
results in inconclusive public debate and a 
public that loses trust in managers.*' 

MC KELVEY SPELLED out in some detail 
how it would be possible to monitor changes in 
the earth that might result in benefits to 
mankind. He pointed out, for example, that 
ERTS-with its ability to orbit the earth,: 
passing over the same :spot ; every % 18 
-days-provides another dimension in informa- 
tion gathering and monitoring, tie also said 
that one of the objectives of the program is to 
obtain at least one-time image coverage of 
major land masses of the entire world. 

This coverage already is complete for 
nearly 80 percent of the world, and has 
already been completed for the North 
* American continent. ■'•**:;

rn . environmental base line of dynamic 
conditions during the 1972-74 period. The 
dynamic features reflect base environmental 
parameters such as vegetation; surface 
water, soil moisture, snow cover and coastal 
processes. And the value of using these 
dynamic characteristics for environmental 
base-line studies is being demonstrated by 
examinations in many disciplines."

Worse, in the last 
non-presidential : election year — 1970— nearly SO per 
cent of eligible voters failed, to cast ballots.
